Gov. Dunne said tonight he would go to 
La Salle early in the morning “to get

SPAIN UNDER MARTIAL LAW, 


DUE TO BIG RAIL STRIKE. 


Government Takes Drastic Step 


After Earlier Declaration Plac- 
ing Madrid Under Siege. 


MADRID, via Paris, July 13.—In view 


of the railroad strike, the government has 
suspended the constitutional guarantees 


and martial law has been proclaimed 
throughout Spain tonight. King Alfonso 
has arrived at Madrid from La Granja. A 
general strike is announced for July 16. 
The city and province of Madrid were 


declared by the government in a state of 


siege earlier. 

The strike began on the Northern rail- 
road on June 11 and is reported to have 
spread, not merely to the other railroads 
of Spain, but to the industries in the great 
industrial centers of Barcelona, Madrid, 
Valencia, Bilbao, and Oviedo. 

The primary cause of the strike was the 
refusal of the Northern Railways com- 
pany to increase wages, but there has 
been growing unrest and serious disturb- 
ances in most of the provinces asa result 
of the increased cost of food caused by 


the great war.

MRS. HEARST DEMANDS U. S. 
PROTECT RANCH IN MEXICO 


Protests Reported Seizure of Prop- 
erty by Carranza Government in 
Telegram to Secretary Lansing. 
San Francisco, Cal., July 13.—Mrs. 

Phoebe A. Hearst, owner of the Hacienda 

de Babricora, the ranch reported to have 

been seized by the de facto government 
of Mexico, telegraphed tonight to Robert 

Lansing, secretary of state, protesting 

against what she declared to be an “ un- 

lawful act.’ The telegram said: 

‘‘ San Francisco newspapers contain the 
report that the de facto government of 
Mexico has taken possession of the prop- 
erty in the state of Chihuahua, known 
as the Hacienda de Babricora, the stock 
of which belongs to me. 

“The reason assigned for this action 
ig that the Babricora Development com- 
pany has sold cattle and supplies to the 
United States authorities to provision and 
care for the military forces of the United 
States. 

“I vigorously protest against this un- 
lawful action on the part of the de facto 
government, and I appeal to you to in- 
augurate immediately an inquiry to as- 
certain the facts regarding the alleged 
appropriation of the company’s property. 

“As a citizen of the United States I 
suggest to you that it is the duty of this 
government to take measures to prevent 
the de facto government of Mexico from 
disregarding and overriding the rights of 
American citizens who own property in 
the republic of Mexico.”

They brought up new guns 
and trench mortars, shifted more troops 
from the west bank of the Meuse, and 
burried fresh supplies of ammunition to 
the Souville-Damloup sector. 

The French, ready to meet the shock, 
turned loose a sheeted fire into the ad- 
vancing German ranks and took terrible 
toll with the “ 75s."" Throughout Tues 
day night and all day yesterday the 
battle raged on the Souville-Damloup 
sector, the French counter attacking 
with great spirit. 

Only at one point, near the intersec- 
tion of the Fleury and Vaux roads, did 
the German attack gain any ground. 

STILL FAR FROM VERDUN. 


The German successes brought them 
within 800 yards of Souville and to the 
slopes of Fort Tavannes, which is the 
most northeasterly point at present in 
the Verdun lines. But Souville, their 
nearest point, is three and a half miles 
from Verdun. Figuring by their rate of

LONDON, July 13.—The British offi-

The British forces at Mametz wood are 
within 300 yards of the German second 
line. The French forces are separated 
only by the narrow Somme valley from 
the German third line through Peronne 
snd Mont St. Quentin, and both armies 
are doubtless engaged in preparations 
for the next attacks. 

Attempts of the Germans to raid 
trenches west of Wyschaete and south of 
la Bassee canal were frustrated. 

A remarkably brief French official 
statement simply records the continuance 
of the bombardment at Fort Souville, in 
the Verdun region. 

Berlin today in its official report admits 
for the first time that the British have 
teken the town of Contakmaison, between 
the Ancre and the Somme rivers. 


Advance at Some Points. 
The official statement issued tonight 
reads: 

The artillery on both sides has been 
active throughout the day. As are- 
sult of sharp infantry fighting we 
are not only maintaining our pres- 
sure on the enemy but have appre- 
ciably advanced our line at various 
points on the battle front. 

In one sector of the front we cap- 
tured some German howitzers, with a

_ Heavy artillery duels were in prog- 
ress in certain sectors of the battle 
area since the last report and fighting 
continued at various points on the 
front, but there was no change in the 
gituation on any part of our lines.

Second Phase of’Offensive. 


The second phase of the British offen- 
sive is approaching a crisis in the bat- 
tle northeast of Albert, where British 
troops are striving to advance two miles 
eastward to the heights of Martinpuch. 

The Germans have thrown two whole 
army corps into action on both sides of 
the Albert-Bapaume road to defend the 
approaches to Bapaume. They are mak- 
ing the most savage counter attacks, 
particularly southeast of Contalmaison, 
where a German success would hold up 
the whole British advance. 

Gefman correspondents, admitting the 
great power of the British offensive, claim 
that the attacking forces have suffered 
heavy losses, comparable only to the 
easualties at Verdun. British corre- 
spondents report that the English losses 
have been severe only in the death grap- 
ples for possession of villages, where 
German machine guns have played on the 
British lines. 


Berlin Admits Loss. 
BBRLIN, July 13, via London.—In the 
section of today’s German ofmial report 
dealing with the operations in the west- 
ern theater, it was announced that Srit- 
ish forces had established themselves in 
the town of Contalmaison, between the 
Ancre and Somme rivers. 

Artillery fire continued with great 
intensity. Yesterday, south of the 
Somme, the French met with no suc- 
cess in attacks which they several 
times began on both sides of Barleux 
and near and west of Estrees.

SEEKING SHARKS 


Rewards Offered for Every 
Maneater Because of At- 
tacks Made on Bathers. 


New York, July 18.—Armed shark hun- 
ters in motor boats patrolled the New 
York and New Jersey coast today while 
others lined the beaches in a concerted 
effort to exterminate the maneaters 
which have moved north from their cus- 
tomary haunts, apparently in large num- 
bers. The village authorities of Mata- 
wan, N. J., offered a reward of $100 for 
every shark brought in, dead or alive, 

The belief that a aingle shark wae re- 


sponsible for the killing of four swim- 
mers in New Jersey waters within the 
last two weeks, two of them yesterday 


in Matawan creek, a shallow iniet siz- 
teen miles from the open sea, has been 
dispelled by persons who actually have 


seen a half dozen or more of the mon- 
sters. 


Little Refuse for Sharks, 

One theory is that sharks, which for 
merly fed on refuse thrown overboard 
from the many ocean steamships that 
plied before the war began, now have 
become ravenous. Liven those not ordi- 
narily classed as maneaters, it le said, 
probably have been driven by starvation 
to lurk in the waters of the Atlantic 
coast, warm at this season, and attack 
human beings. 

Three of the huge fishes were seen to- 
day in Matawan creek and now are be- 
lieved to be bottled up there. Nets have 
been stretched under a bridge about @ 
mile and a half from the mouth of the 
inlet to prevent egress into Raritan bay. 
A British sloop arriving from Bermuda 
was reported tonight to have killed a 
seore of sharks during the voyage, one 
of them off the New Jersey coast, 


Wire Nets at Beaches. 

Terror has seized the multitudes who 
have bathed at beaches along the New 
York and New Jersey coasts, and com- 
paratively few persons now venture into 
the water. At Asbury Park and other 
New Jersey resorts wire nets have been 
strung around the bathing areas. 

Dr. George B. Reynolds of Matawan, 
who attended Stanley Fisher, who was so 
seriously mangled in a battle with a shark 
yesterday that he died a few hours later, 
performed an autopsy on Fisher's body, 
He declared he found that the flesh torn 
by the maneater’s teeth was impregnated 
with a peculiar poisonous liquid which 
seemed to have a deadening effect on the 
nerves and muscles. This probably ex- 
plained, he said, why Fisher apparently 
had little sensation of pain when the shark 
took off his leg. 


Boy’s Body Not Found. 

Little hope is entertained for the recov- 
| ery of the body of 12 year old Lester Still- 
well, the other victim of the Matawan 
creek tragedy. Itis L@ieved that he was 
Aevoured by the shark, as persistent dray- 
ging of the inlet and dynamiting of the 
waters have failed to bring yp his body. 

Many conflicting reports were received 
here during the day from various points 
along the New York and New Jersey 
coasts regarding the killing of sharks, but 
only one appears to have had any foun- 
dationin fact. This was the news brought 
in by Anthony Lundy, captain ofa fishing 
boat, who said his party of New York 
fishermen had clubbed to death a nine foot 
shark, weighing 450 pounds, while cruls- 
ing yesterday off Elberon, N. J. 

A fisherman reported tonight that he 
had vainly tried to kill with an oar @ 
seven foot shark which became entangled 


in his nets. He said {it tried to strike his 
boat, apparently intending to overurn 
he craft.

URGE SPEED IN 
NAVY MEASURE 


Senaters Discuss Bill as It 
Comes Up for Passage; 
Suecess Seems Sure. 


LODGE IS ELOQUENT. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., July 13—[Special.] 
~—Politics began to sizzle at the senate 
end of the capitol today when the naval 
appropriation bill was called up for 
passage by Senator Tillman of South 
Carolina, chairman of the naval affairs 
committee. 

Republican and Democratic senators 
urged their colleagues to hasten the 
passage of the measure. The Democrats 
spoke of it as an evidence of the intention 
of the administration to prepare the 
country™for any eventuality. The Re- 
publicans said its enactment was abso- 
lutely essential to the safety of the 
country in view of the paiavering of the 
administration during the last three 
years. . 

Calls Battleships Soothing. 

Senator Lodze started the political fire- 
works when he asserted that “* battleships 
have a.more soothing effect and do more 
to promote a kindly feeling towards the 
United States than the most lavish em- 
ployment of the resources of the English 
language.’’ 

At the close of the debate it appeared 
certain that the measure would pass in 
practically the form it was reported, car- 
rying $315,000,000 in appropriations and 
porviding for the carrying out of the ad- 
ministration’s original five year buliding 
program in three years.

Leaders in Thoughtfulness. 

“You do not settle things quickly by 

taking what seems to be the quickest way 
to settle them. You may make the com- 
plication just that much the more pro- 
found and inextricable, and, therefore, 
what I believe America should exalt 
above everything else is the sovereignty 
of thoughtfulness and sympathy and vis- 
ion, as against the grosser impulses of 
mankind. No nation can live without 
vision, and no vision will exalt a nation 
except the vision of real liberty and real 
justice and purity of conduct.” 

Natural born Americans were warned 
by the president to examine themselves 
carefully to see whether they have burn- 
ing in them the true light of America 
which they expect to show to these for- 
eigners. 


Must Possess Spirit First. | 

“My interest in this moyement,’’ he 
said, ““isas much an interestin ourselves.

Unless we are true Americans 
we cannot infect them with the spirit of 
Americanism.

LANSDOWNE WRITES REPLY 
TO CHARGES BY REDMOND.

LONDON, July ¥3.—The Marquis of 
Lansdowne, replying to John Redmond’s 
charge that his speech in the house of 
lords on Tuesday was a declaration of 
war against Ireland, announced that the 
speech was made after consultation with 
Premier Asquith and other members of 
the government.

HIT BY LIGHTNING 


Storm Causes Heavy Damage 
lo Wires and Brings Big 
Delays to Railroads. 


New York, July 13.—More than a score 
of society women, including Mrs. Oscar 
Lewisohn, formerly Edna May, the 
actress, narrowly escaped death from 
lightning on the grounds of a golf club 
at Great Neck, Long Island, today, when 
‘Felix Jacobus, a caddy, was struck and 
killed within a few feet of them. As the 
body of the caddy was carried from the 
field all the women in the party fell on 
their knees and prayed. 

The Great Neck tragedy occurred while 
Mrs. Lewisohn and Mrs. Charles H. God- 
dard, wife of the president of the golf 
club, were engaged in an exciting match. 
They were putting to the last hole when 
Jacobus, hold:ng the metal flag, was hit 
and fell dead in front of them. 

Three other persons were killed by light- 
ning, much property damage was caused, 
and electric train service was badly crip- 
pled by the violent storm, accompanied 
by a sixty mile gale from the west, which 
swept this city and vicinity.

CHICAGO: SUMMER RESORT. 


Why not gather together the/strands of our scat- 
tered effort to advertise the merits of Chicago as & 
summer resort? Here and there organized interests 
are reminding the world of them. The steamboat 
companies worked out @ campaign last year. Sev- 
eral of the railroads are making some showing. The 
press is helping sporadically. What is wanted is a 
real city prop#ganda, organized and well supplied. 

Why isn’t this a service the Association of Com- 
merce could take up? It represents no special inter- 
est. It stands for Chicago. It is in touch with the 
whole middle region of the country. It could bring 
together all the efforts now being made and stimu- 
late and direct a broad campaign. 

It hardly needs the inspiration of this splendid 
summer, with its crowds at the wonderful new munic- 
ipal pier, the parks and bathing beaches and yacht 
harbors, in the summer gardens and theaters, its 
blessing of cool airs and the ever present beauty of 
the great lake, to remind us what resources we have 
of healt: and pleasure. The facts are winning 
steadily for Chicago. But why not speed up the proc- 
ess of education, not only for the benefit of the peo- 
ple throughout the south and west, but for our own 
sakes ’ 

A cumpaign of education to disclose the resources 
of Chicago and its environment would not be merely 
material in its benefits. It would tone up the spirit 
of the community itself, developing our own enjoy- 
ment of what we have, stimulating a wholesome pride 
in the city. 

This is worth a great propaganda, and the Asso- 
ciation of Commerce will perform a welcome public 
service if it takes the lead in its organization. 


AWAKE AT LAST. 

The power of the demand for adequate defense 
is strikingly manifested in the changes made by the 
senate naval committee in the naval bill. A program 
of expenditure of half a billion on the navy two 
years ago would have been scouted in congress as 
insane. although the discerning and informed knew 
of our needs then and long before, and urged de- 
spairingly some attention to them. 

But election is coming, and its shadow lies across 
the congressional mind and meets Mr. Wilson on 
his threshold. The little army and navy men are 
weakening, even in the house, but the senate is 
wide awake at last. . 

The folly of our naval deterioration has come 
home and the sense of swiftly a aching account- 
ing is growing poignant. After two years of stub- 
born postponement the issue is here, and cannot be 
dodged. 

The naval construction proposed by the senate 
committee should be authorized. It is none too 
great. Senator Swanson’s eloquent appeal for a 
second rank navy will find an echo throughout the 
country. 

“ We might as well realize,” he said, “ that all our 
rights, the preservation of our institutions, the pos- 
session of our wealth, the enjoyment of our foreign 
commerce, the continuation of the Monroe doctrine, 
and the ownership of the Panama canal are de- 
pendent upon our own strong arm, manifested and 
exercised through our navy.” 

It is a late awakening. But better late than 
never. 3 


THE PRIVATE IN UNIFORM. 

We are reluctant to believe that the privates of 
Battery © who were told to get off the dance floor of 
the Travis club in San Antonio were chased because 
they were privates. It is to be suspected, rather, 
that currency was given to a rumor that some of 
them, in civil life, were in trade. In parts of the 
south this would taint the whole outfit, and the fact 
that the artillerists were regarded in these parts as 
svlvent and socially presentable would not help any. 

Aristocraey is a jealously guarded sanctuary in 
parts of the south and a dollar ha. to have a pedi-| 
gree. If Battery C had as much money per capita as 
legend ascribes to it, that section of our citizenry in 
arms would be sincerely glad, but these young heroes 
are parlor broke whether they are millionaires or not, 

We trust that they were told to get off the dance 
floor because some aristocratic nostril caught the 
scent of a tradesman; not because they were in uni- 
form, but because they were in trade. We hope so, 
because of the two bits of medievalism the social 
snobbishness which hits the private soldier is the 
more damaging. 

Some day a republic is going to laugh itself to 
death. That day will come when it opens its eyes to 
the grotesqueries it coddles and encourages. In the 
instance of the soldier a free nation calls upon its 
men to put on uniform and submit themselves to ex- 
traordinary hazards for the benefit of the state. 

The thing that its citizens must be willing to as- 
sume is the disagreeable task or the private soldier. 
The moment a man, understanding his duty and try- 
ing to do it, puts on the uniform of a private soldier 
he becomes socially inferior not only to the men who 
have an officer’s insignia sewed on them but to the 
civilians for whom the private is wc rking. 

Regardless of his character, intelligence, person- 
ality, or devotion, he becomes a social pariah. Lim- 
itations of his conduct which have military signifi- 
cance he understands and accepts. He takes orders 
and obeys them without question. He surrenders his 
opinions and his persona] initiative. He does not 
complain that his officers have life made considerably 
easier for them than it is made for him. They may 
have softer beds, better fpod, better equipment. 
Whenever military necessity uires the surrender 
even of social rights, the rightffhinded volunteer pri- 
vate does not object, but when he finds that his yni- 
form is a veto of many privileges not touching mili- 
tary duty, he resents it as he ought. 

Americans will never tolerate the establishment of 
@ social caste in this fashion, and the belief that an 
army creates an aristocracy and a serfdom interferes 
with the operation of common sense in military 
matters. 

Probably the best guide we have is the French. 
That democracy has a real army and it has a demo- 
cratic army. Its efficiency is attained without con- 
fusing military discipline and social humiliation.

THE SUPERSALESMAN. 

Mr. Wilson's appeal at the world’s salesmanship 
conclave in the Ford works seems to have met with 
great entbusiasm—and no wonder. When the presi- 
dent asked what the assembled salesmen wanted most 
after the present struggle in Europe is over, they re- 
sponded in one mighty voice, “ Peace,” which was 
obviously the right order. 

However, for world’s salesmen a substantial side 
order of “ trade" would be acceptable, and it is on 
this point that there must have been a few in his 
audience who would have liked even in the midst of 
the encompassing enthusiasm to have asked the dis- 
tinguished speaker for a little more light. 

For example, whether the world salesmanship con- 
vention is conscious of it or not. peace is not to be 
had by shouting for it any more than pie, and neither 
is trade. We in the United States have shown a 
tendency to think so, and Mr. Wilson's administra- 
tion has shared that tendency conspicuously. But it 
takes more than talk, especially the sort of talk we 
have had so much of lately, to achieve peace or seize 
trade. One of the requisites of trade is mutuality. 
The chief reason why England has been able to sell 
in some of the markets our world salesmen are after 
is that she has been ready to lend the means for the 
sale to the purchaser. She has invested her capital 


in countries which had to have it before they could be 


markets for her goods, and she has not called that in: 
vestment exploitation or refused to support and pro- 
tect rights of her subjects involved in the process on 
the theory that they were malefactors. British for 
eign investment and trade both are backed self-re- 
spectingly and unflinchingly by British power. 

It is pleasant to shout for peace and to cheer 
moral sentiments of an unimpeachable quality. But 
it will not bring peace or trade or serve as a profit- 
able substitute for thought. When Mr. Wilson in- 
vited our world salesmen to consider themselves as 
missionaries “‘ meant to carry liberty and justice and 
the principles of humanity wherever you go,” he 
seems to have pleased the vanity of his ardent hear- 
ers, but if they take his advice they will not be world 
salesmen but world nuisances, and the doors of the 
benighted peoples they address: will be slammed in 
their possibly inspired but certainly obnoxious faces. 
Mr. Wilson's theory of expanding our trade seems 
to be to call the pioneers of our trade malefactors, 
refuse their rights support and their persons protec- 
tion, and then send forth an army of supersalesmen 
inspired to convert the error darkened world to the 
principles of liberty, justice, and humanity while do- 
ing a little profitable business on the side. This pro- 
posal may have roused great enthusiasm in the world 
salesmanship convention at the Ford works. It will 
not be so received in Mexico, Argentina, China, or 
Peru. 


PRIDE OF NUMBERS. 

It is not remarkable that Chicago watches census 
figures with the idea that increases in population 
mean progress. The old Chicagoan felt that he was 
a wonder child because the city in which he lived 
was a miracle city of quick growth. It was the 
frontier spirit which found ‘in the mere addition of 
numbers the satisfaction of local pride. 

Such addition was symptomatic not only of vigor 
and strength but, a more promising indication, of 
substantial reasons for such vigor and strength. 
There was a perceived cause which governed ambi- 
tious people. That cause proved the solidity of the 
foundations of the city. 


They made values and prosperity. Now, with posi- 
tion and institutions established, Chicago still takes 
an acute interest in the additions to population. 
Every city does, but Chicago probably with more 
intensity of feeling. 

The thought occurs that it is about time to find 
less of interest in increase and more in the handling 
of such population as the city has. Five thousand 
better tenements would add more.to the true value 
of the city than a 200,000 increase in population. 
The city needs more playgrounds rather than more 
people. Its proper civic ambition is to find quality 
rather than quantity in life. China has ceased to 
exult in numbers. Life is not wonderful as it is 
prolific but as it is well ordered and thoughtful. 


FACT FOLLOWS FICTION. 

Authors often base fiction upon fact, but it is not 
so frequent that fact follows fiction. Those who 
read the story of the downfall of the New Orleans 
clergyman in the Chicago slums must have been 
struck with certain resemblances in it to George W. 
Cable’s delightful tale “‘ Posson Jone.” é 

In both the fact and the fiction the clergymen 
came from a distant section, innocent and on a good 
errand. Both were led into temptation, sinned, and 
lost their money. Both by a lucky accident recov- 
ered it and went home to repent. 

We tell this because some young writer, reading 
of the episode in the Chicago press and who does

MOSQUITOES AND MALARIA. 


OR the benefit of those who must 
travel in mosquito infested places, 
particularly on shipboard, we quote 
some observations made by Dr. 
Given on the British ship Cadmus. 

In the summers of 1911 and 10912 the 
Cadmus was in Chinese waters. (1) In 


the ravages of mosquitoes were “ prac- 
tically nil as compared with the previous 
summer.” (2) ‘ We had not a single case 
of malaria during our ten months’ s0- 
journ up the Yangtze.”’ 

Oil of citronella was procured by whole- 
sale. A half dram or less was poured in 
the paim of the hand and then anointed 
on the feet, aokles, hands, and face. This 
would secure !mmunity for four hours at 
least, and sometimes for the entire night. 

Perhaps a good method of using citron- 
ella would be that suggested by Gen. 
Holmes. Pieces of gauze dipped in oil 
are bound around the wrist, ankles, and 
forehead. 


—~> - 

By the free use of citronella Given 
found that the men could get on very 
well without mosquito bars. Oil of citron- 
ella sold retail at 12 cents an ounce. It 
was much cheaper when bought whole- 
sale. Ten pounds lasted the entire ship's 
crew throughout the summer. 

Joss Sticks or Punk—In the ward rooms 
and officers’ cabins smoldering joss sticks 
were effective. On the mess decks and in 
other open locations they did not do much 
good. A few sticks smoldering on the 
table would keep the room clear during 
the meal. 

Mosquito Netting—Most of the men on 
shipboard slept in hammocks. It is not 
an easy matter to cover a hammock ef- 


fectively with mosquito netting. In the 
first place, it is dificult to keep 
the netting In position; in the séc- 
ond, if the netting touches the body 


the mosquitoes can feed through it. In 
contrast with the average commercial 
wire screening the average mosquito bar 
has a mesh fine enough to stop mosquitoes. 
On the other hand, netting very often has 
rents and tears large enough to let mos- 
quitoes through. 
. -e- 

Given arranged a mosquito netting over 
hoops so that the whole had the shape of 
a torpedo. When this was drawn tightly 
at the head and foot of the hammock it 
was mosquito proof and the netting was 
held away from the body. A netting over 
a hammock is troublesome to put in po- 
sition, tears easily, and stops some of the 
airona hot night. A piece of netting 6x9 
feet is required. 

Efforts to keep mosquitoes out of the 
ship by placing wire screens over the port- 
holes, scutties and ventilators were worse 
than useless. The gauze kept out some 
air, the mosquitoes got into the cabins 
anyhow, and, having gotten in, could not 
get out and remained to torment.

NASMUCH as Sir Douglas Haig, the 
generalissimo of the immense British 
army in France—far and away the 
largest British force ever assembled

nection with his long awaited advance, it 
may be of interest to call attention to the 
fact that when he attempted to join the 
army, after taking his degree at Oxford,

he was turned down by the medical ex-

Possessed of means, he invoked the as- 
sistance of the leading oculists in Eng- 
land, in France, and in Germany, with- 
out avail, and was equally unsuccessful 
in all his endeavors to secure a reconsid- 
eration of his case, or an exception in his 
favor by the military authorities. 

At last he had the good fortune to at- 
tract the attention and to arouse the good 
will and sympathy of the old Duke of 
Cambridge, then at the head of the army, 
and he gave him a special order admit- 
ting him to Sandhurst, with the promise 
of a commission in the cavalry after he 
had gone through the necessary training 
Indeed, had it not been for the 
duke, Sir Douglas Haig would have been 
kept out of the army.

The presence in Baltimore harbor of 
the submarine ocean liner Deutschland 
serves to recall that just 140 years ago, 
that is to say, in 1776, a sergeant of the 
name of Ezra Lee, of the American army, 
under Gen, Parsons, endeavored to blow 
up the English man of war Eagle, lying 
at anchor near the north end of Staten 
island, by means of a submarine boat in- 
vented and constructed by David Bush- 
nell of Saybrook, Conn. Thijs boat was of 
wood, well hooped with iron bands, and 
almost globular in form, its depth, how- 
ever, being greater than its width. In 
the top was a circular manhole of metal. 
Seven hundred pound of lead were at- 
tached to the bottom to keep it upright. 
Rising was effected by two force pumps 
for driving out the water, which was ap- 
parently taken in on the descent.

attempts were made at different parts 
of the vessel's bottom. But it was now 
getting light, and for fear of being seen 
he let the tide carry him off. 

Before landing, Lee had to look gut fre- 
quently from the top, his compass having 
failed, and while thus engaged he was 
seen from an English warship and pur- 
sued by a boat. He thereupon detached 
the magazine, which blew up harmlessly 
in the East river, and got ashore safely 
with the boat. 

A subsequent attempt was equally un- 
successful owing to the watchfulness 
of the English warship’s crew. That was 
the last heard of Bushnell’s torpedoes and 
submarine experiments.

Among those who have been most hard

Sir George, who is a very small and 
dark man, nicknamed “the Mite,” by 
reason of his diminutive stature, formerly 
held a commission in the Second life 
guards—a corps of giants—with whom he 
took part in the Egyptian campaign of 
1882, and ip Lord Wolseley’s Nile expedi- 
tion for the relief of Gordon, in 1885. He 
also went through the South African war, 
in the Hertfordshire Imperial Yeomanry, 
under Lord Chesham. Eldest son of the 
late Sir Frederick, and of Lady Elizabeth 
Arthur, he is related to Lord Kinnoull, 
to Georgina Lady Dudley, and to her sis- 
ters, and was a particular favorite of 
Queen Mary’s mother,.the late Duchess 
of Teck, being often in attendance upon 
her, as unpaid equerry, until her death.

Sir George is exceedingly versatile, has 
contributed to Lord Northcliffe’s Dally 
Mail, on the subject of the experiences 
of his uncle, the late Sir Bartle Frere, in 
Africa, has owned a cigar shop, not far 
from Piccadilly, has dabbled in finance in 
the city, and knows everybody worth 
knowing in Londop. One of his most 
intimate friends is Prince Alexander of 
Teck, and he holds a high place in the 
regard to Queen Mary.

DR. FLEXNER REVIEWS ADVANCE 
IN KNOWLEDGE OF BABY PLAGUE 


BW YORK, July 13.—[Special.)— 

Dr. Simon Flexner, director of the 

laboratories of the Rockefeller 

Institute for Medical Research, 

made an address tonight before 
the New York academy of medi- 
cine in which he explained the present 
knowledge concerning infantile paralysis, 
which is reaping so heavy a harvest in 
the lives of children of the country. 

“Infantile paralysis,”’ he said, “is an 
infectious and communicable disease 
which is caused . by the invasion of the 
central nervous organs—the spinal cord 
and brain—of a minute, filterable micro- 
organism which has now been secured in 
artificial culture and, as such, is dis- 
tinctly visible under the higher powered 
microscopes. / 
‘The virus of infantile paralysis, as 

the micro-organism causing it is termed, 
exists constantly in the ventral nervous 
organs and upon the mucous membrane 
of the nose and throat and of the intes- 
tines in persons suffering from the dis- 
ease; it occurs less frequently in the other 
internal organs, and it has not been de- 
tected in the general circulating blood of 
patients. 


New Methods in‘ Testing. 

“ Although the micro-organism of in- 
fantile paralysis is now known, the diffi- 
culties attending its artificial cultivation 
and identification under the microscope 
are such as to make futile the employment 
of ordinary bacteriological tests. Never- 
theless, the virus can be detected by in- 
ocu.ation tests upon monkeys, which de- 
velop a disease corresponding to infantile 
paralysis in human beings. 

“‘In this manner it has been deter- 
mined that the mucous membrane of the 
nose and throat of healthy persons who 
have been in intimate contact with acute 
cases of infantile paralysis may become 
contaminated with the virus and that 
such contaminated persons, without fall- 
ing ill themselves, may convey the infec- 
tion to other persons, chiefly children, 
who develop the disease. 

“The virus of infantile paralysis ts 
known to leave the infected body in the 
secretions of the nose. throat. and intees- 
tines. It also escapes from contaminated 
healthy persona in the secretions of the 
nose and throat. Whether it ever leaves 
the infected body in other ways is un- 
known. 


Fiies May Not Cause Disease. 

“At one time certain experiments 
seemed to show that biting insects and 
particularly the stable fiy might withdraw 
the virus from the blovd of infected per- 
sons and inoculate it into the blood of 
healt! y persons. But as the virus has 
never been detected in the blood of humanh 
beings and later experiments with the 
stable fly have not confirmed the earlier 
ones, this means of escape of the virus is 
doubtful. 

** The virus enters the body asa rule. if 
not exclusively, by way of the nose and 
throat. Having gained entrance, multi- 
plication of the virus occurs thereafter, 
and it penetratés to the brain and spinal 
cord by way of the lymphatic channels 
which connect the upper nasal membrane 
with the interior of the skull. 

“The physical properties of the virue 
of infantile paralysis agapt it well for 
conveyance of the nose and throat. Be- 
ing coritaiped in their secretions, it is 
readily distributed by coughing, sneez- 
ing, kissing, and by means of fingers and 
articles contaminated with these secre- 
tions, as well as with the intestina! dis- 
charges. 


Sunlight Destroys Virus. 

“The survival! of the virus in the secre- 
tions is favored by weak daylight and 
darkness, and hindered by bright day- 
Mght and sunshine. It is readily de 
stroyed by exposure to sunlight. 

“ Studies carried out in various coun- 
tries in which infantile paralysis has 
been epidemic all indicate that in extend- 
ing from place to place the route taken 
is that of ordinary travel. This is equaily 
true whether the route is by water or 
land. This evidence connects the spread 
of the disease with the movements of 
persons. 

“Not all children and relatively few 
adults are susceptible to infantile paraly- 
sis. Young children usually are more 
susceptible than older ones; but no age 
can be said to be absolutely insusceptible. 
When several children exist in a family 
or in @ group, one or more may be af- 
fected while the others escape, or seem 
to escape. 


Does Not Show at Once. 

“ Like all other infectious diseases, tn- 
fantile paral does not arise at once 
after exposure bit only after an inter- 
vening lapse of time, called the period of 
incubation. This period fluctuates wide- 
ly; in certain instances it has been two 
days, in others it has been two weeks or 
longer. But the usual period does not ex- 
ceed about eight days. 

“ Probably the period at which the dan- 
ger of communication is greatest is dur- 
ing the éarly and acute stage of the dis- 
ease. This statement must be made ten- 
tatively, since it depends on inference, 
based on general knowledge of infection, 
rather than on demonstration. 

“ Judging from expériments on ani- 
mals, the virus tends not to persist in the 
body longer than four or five weeks, ex- 


cept in those exceptional instances in 


which chronic carriage jg developed, 
Hence cases of infantile paralysis which 
have been kept under supervision for g 
period of six weeks from the onset of the 
Symptoms may be regarded Practically 
free of danger. " 

‘Infantile paralysis is one of the m- 
fectious diseases in which insusceptibility 
is conferred by one attack. The evidence 
derived from experiments on monkeys is 
conclusive in showing that an infection 
which ends in recovery gives protection 
from another attack. 


Serum from Monkeys, 

“ By transferring the blood of immune 
monkeys to normal or untreated ones, 
they can be rendered immune, and the 
immunity will endure for a relatively 


short period during which the passively’ 


transferred immunity bodies persist. The 
accomplishment of passive immunization 
is somewhat uneertain, and its brief du- 
ration renders it useless for protective 
immunization. 


“On the other hand, a measure of suc.’ 


cess has been achieved in the experi- 
mental serum treatment of inoculated 
monkeys. For this purpose blood serum 
derived either from recovered and pro 
tected monkeys or human beings bas 
been employed. The serum is injected ints 
the membranes about the spinal cord and 
the virus is inoculated into the brain 
The in‘ection of serum must be repeated 
several times in order to be effective 

* Protection to the public can be deg 
secured through the discovery and jadls- 
tion of those il! of the disease, ang the 
sanitary control of these persong whe 
have aséociated with the sick and whee 
business calls them away from heme. 
Both these gonditions can be secure’ 
Without too great interference with the 
comforts and the rights of individual. 


Death Rate About 10 Per Cent, 

“A percentage of persons, children pat= 
ticularly, die during the acute stage of 
the disease. This percentage varies from 
5 in certain severe epidemics to ® 
others. The average death rate of many 
epidemics has been below 10 per cent, 

“Of those who survive, a part make 
complete recovertes, in which no erlp 
pling whatever remains. This number 
is greater than is usually supposed. 

‘The rephainder, and unfortunately net 
a small number, suffer some degree of 
permanent crippling. But even in this 
class the extent to which recovery from 
the paralysis may occur is great. In many 
instances the residue of paralysis may 
be so small as not seriously to hamper 
the life activities of the individual; in 
others in whom it is greater it may be 
relieved or rajnimized by suttable ortbe 
pedic treatment 


Severely Paralyzed May Recover, 

“‘ Even a severely paralyzed child whe 
has made little recovery of function by 
the time the acute stage of the ise 8 
over may go on gaining for weeks 
months, and even years, until in the end he 
has regained a large part of his losses 
Fortunately only a small number of the 
attacked are left severely and helples#ly 
crippled 

‘There exists at resent no safe methed 
of preventive inoculation or vaccinatiot 
and not practical method of apectfc 
treatment. The prevention of the aif 
ease must be accomplished through ge 
eral sanitary means; recovery from 
disease is a spontaneous process, 
can be greatly aseisted by proper med 
cal and surgical care.”’ 


DECREASE IN SCOURGE

demic continued to show @ marked de 
cline in figures tabulated by the * 
dapartment today. 

Only 117 new cases have been reported 
in the last twenty-four hours as against 
162 yesterday. Twenty-four babies have 
died in the last twenty-‘our hours.

Since the beginning of the epidemic ” 
June 26, 1,557 children have been 
with the disease, making a mortality = 
of more than 20 per cent. 

The disease is spreading i nearby 
states, however, and fifty-two new canes 
in New Jersey had been reported to the 
state department of health up to noon 
day, making a totai of 408.

Detroit, Mich. July 13.—[{Special.J— 
Theodore Roosevelt has written a letter 
to W. H. Hill of Detroit in which he says 
that it was not he that deserted the na- 
tional Progressive party, but that the 
national Progressive party deserted him. 

Mr. Hill now is in hearty accord with 
the colonel that the right thing to do 
now is to support Hughes and Fairbanks.

Since this injunction has been 
in force I have refrained absolutely 
from doing anything which might temi, 
directly or indirectly, to enforce the 
rule—nor will I do anything of the 
kind so long as the injunction is in 
force. 

My firm persona! conviction at the 
time I praposed rule 93A was and now 
is that membership in or affiliation with 
labor unions by teachers in the public 
schools is wrong. 1 know that such 
affiliation works a great injury to the 
school system. Any person who has 
studied the effects of Fk itzpatrickism, 
Nockelism, Olanderism—which at this 
time is passing fur labor unionism— 
realizes that ruin stands at the end of 
the road into which they are Qeeking 
to lead the school teachers. 

I have stated before and I \opeat 
that teaching. is a profession—uact a 
trade; that there is no collective bar- 
gaining possible, nor any question of 
wage competition which can wrise in 
the relation of the teachers to the | 
board of education; that there is no 
place for labor unionism in the public

THE CASTING ROD. 


AMBOO is the one material that 
combines nearly all requisites of 
a good rod, such as lightness, 
strength, resiliency, or casting 
force and Balance. Tournament 
casters are unanimously in favor of bam- 
boo, but fishermen are not agreed on its 
all around superiority. That it makes the 
best rod from the standpoint of casting 
efficiency there is no doubt butit requires 
some coddling between seasons as well as 
in use. and bait casting is not@ coddling 
game, but strenuous sport. 

The object of splitting cane is to reduce 
the diameter and weight and utilize at 
the same time the hard outer covering 
or enamel. Ordinarily six sections are 


to $10 are more or less machine made, 
and while they do not compare with the 
higher grades they make good, sturdy 
casting tools. Whatever price one pays 
for a rod it should be taken care of, as 
there is nothing of a knockabout nature 
in bamboo.

TRAEGER EVADES ANSWER, 


Sheriff John E. Traeger fought a Iive- 
ly verbal battle yesterday with the Rev. 
M. P. Boynton, pastor of the Woodlawn 
Baptist church and president of the 
Chicago Church Federation council, and 
the Rev. W. B. Millard, former execu- 
tive secretary of the council. 

The two ministers, who said they rep- 
resented 300 churches and more than 
300,000 people, visited the sheriff and 
requested him to prevent gambling at 
the races which are to be run at Haw- 
thorne tomorrow. 

“We are here to give you information 
which we received from a high source, 
which source we cannot divulge, and 


which we believe is sufficiently reliable | 


to warrant our turning over to you,” 
said the Rev. Mr. Boynton to the sheriff. 


Can’t Stop Mental Bets. 

Mr. Traeger replied that he would be 
indebted to the ministers for the infor- 
mation, and added that it was his duty 
to see that gambling was not allowed, 
but he added that he could hot stop men- 
tal betting. 

“We are told that it is proposed to put 
gambling in the Hawthorne race track 
on Saturday,”’ continued the Rev. Mr. 
Boynion. “ It is said the gambling will 
be on a gigantic scale, so that it will be 
permanently established as it was in New 
York.”’ 


No Bookmaking, Says Sheriff. 

“ All I can say is that there will be no 
bookmaking, but so far as mental bets 
are 
and I can't stop men making that kind 
of bets,’’ said the sheriff. “I will have 
two justices of the peace on the ground.”’ 

“What about the Sunday closing out 
there?” 

“That is a matter for the mayor of 
those towns. They have licenses. It is 
much better to grant them licenses than 
to be troubled with “blind pigs.’ I would 
rather have the front door open in these 
places than to have them closed and have 
their rear door open.’”

nues, and the like. With no organiza- 
tion. no means of defense, the represen- 
tatives of the motion picture interests 
are helpless.” 

Proposes Union Plan. 

Walter W. Irwin, general manager of 
Vv. L. S. E., said the same thing in effect 
and proposed a plan of union. By this 
plan the whole industry would be divid- 
ed into five classes: First, the producers; 
second, the exhibitors; third, the equip- 
ment and material manufacturers; 
fourth. the distributors of pictures; fifth, 
miscellaneous—all those concerned with 
pietures not In the above classes. 

There would be thirty directors, five to 
each class, except the exhibiters. which 
would have ten, to represent their organ- 
izations in times of stress. 

“ We have taken as our example,’ Mr. 
Irwin said, “the federal and state gov- 
ernments, in that each branch shal! gov- 
ern itself, shall determine its own vote, 
and shall only be controlled by the major- 
ity of the whole industry upon questions 
affecting the whole industry.” 

Referred to Committee. 

This question of organization has be- 
come a matter of live interest since the 
motion picture board of trade, an atternpt 
along that line, expired this spring. Mr. 
Irwin's plan would not interfere with the 
present organization of exhibiters, the 
national league, because exhibitorial 
membership in the new league would de- 
pend upon membership in the exhibiters’ 
organization. 

The matter was referred to a commit- 
tee of twenty, headed by the committee 
on resolutions. The convention went into 
a night session. 

Today there is again the possibility of 
election of officers, which has developed 
into a triangular contest, with the par- 
ticipants the present president.

HE agapanthus is a plant that we 

seldom see in small collections, but 

it deserves a place in those of all 

flower lovers who delight in gather- 

ing plants that are unusual. For 

the decoration of the veranda in summer 

it is far superior to many we make use of 
there. 

It is generally classed as a bulbous 

plant, but it is not a bulb. It has thick, 

fleshy roots which send up lily-like leaves 


in midsummer, upon which is borne large 
clusters of beautiful lavender blue flow- 
ers. ‘ 

The individual flowers aie ».utaped like 
those of a lily, hence the popular nameof 
the plan, ‘‘Lily of the Nile.” An old 
plant often produces several stalks each 
season, and each cluster of bloom will 
contain as many as fifty or sixty flowers. 
The effect can be imagined better than 
described. 

The place for this plant in winter is in 
the cellar. In the spring it can be brought 
to the light and given a warm place, and 
a new growth of leaves will soon start. 
Along about the first of June flower stalks 
will be sent up, and from that time to the 
end of summer it will be one of the most 
ornamental plants one can make use of 
in porch or veranda decoration.

Then the plant will show 
a tendency to stand still, and in order to 
allow it to remain as nearly dormant as 
possible during its resting spell water 
should be withheld and it should be kept 
in a secluded place until there are. indi- 
cations of a tendency to resume activity, 
at which time & good fertilizer should be 
given to encourage full and free develop- 
ment.

The chief cause of failure on the part 
of the amateur is a neglect to recognize 
the importance of making each period of 
rest and growth as perfect as possible. It 
is kept in the window and watered all the 
season round, the same as a geranium, 
and because of this it fails to get the rest 
that is necessary to its successful culture, 
and the consequence is that it almost al- 
ways fails to bloom.

It also needs consider- 

able water or it will be bitter, whereas 

Spinach is best if cooked in no more wa- 

ter than clings to its leaves. Soft celery 

leaves are delicious in a lamb stew. 
The Recipe. 

Use white and green leaves alike, remov- 
ing any which are tough or rusty and also 
any rusty leaf stalks. It is best to cook 
the leaves and stalks separately, be- 
cause the latter require longer cooking. 
It is not necessary to break off the leaves 
from the part of the stalk above the first 
ones if stalk and leaves are in good con- 
dition. Wash thoroughly tn several wa- 
ters, drop into boiling water, and blanch 
for five minutes. Drain, put back in the 
kettle, cover with boiling water slightly 
salted, and cook until tender, or about 
half an hour, not allowing the water to 
boll violently. Serve as you would other 
greens, being generous with butter. They 
are most wholesome if eaten with but- 
ter only.

Joliet, Ti., July 18.—Gen. Philip Cor- 
nelius Hayes died today, aged 83. He 
was bornin Granby, Conn., and was grad- 


inary in 1863, though he was already in 
the army at the time. . He received his 
commission as captain in the One Hun- 
dred and Third Ohio infantry in July, 1862, 
and later was appointed Meutenant colo- 
At the close of the 
war he was brevetted brigadier general 
“for gallant and meritorious services 
during the war.” 

Six months after he was mustered out 
he married Amelia E. Johnson of Ober- 
lin, O, 

For over a quarter of a century he pub- 
lished the Morris Herald and other papers 
in Illinois and Ohio and he was a mem 
ber of congress from 1877 to 1881. = 
was commander of the department of. 
Illinois of the G. A. R.*tn 1909. 

Gen. Hayes celebrated his golden wed- 
ding last winter. He is survived by his 
widow and four children.
